to make the following Rules for the assignment of Government 
lands .

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
1. (a ) These rules shall be called " Rules for Assignment of 
Government lands" . 
(b ) They shall come into force at once . 

EXCEPTIONS . 
Nothing contained in these rules shall apply to or affect, 

(i) lands situated within the limits of a Corporation, 
Municipality or Cantonment, or within such other areas asGoy 
ernment may, by order specify ; 

(ii) assignment of Government lands made for the 
specific purpose of cultivating Tea, Coffee, Rubber, Cinchona 
and Cardamom ; 

( iii) assignment of Government lands under any special 
rules other than Kuthagapattom Rules of 1947 whether already 
made or to be made in respect of lands reserved for allotment 
under such rules ; 

(iv ) Government lands held under special tenures like 
Kandukrishi, Viruthi etc. 

(v ) Government lands held under any special agree 
ment with the Government. 
2. In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires 

(a ) Alienation includes sale, gift, will, mortgage, hypothe 
cation or lease. 

(b ) Assignee means a person to whom land is assigned 
under these rules and includes his heirs or successors-in 
interest . 

(c) Assignment includes registry , lease or licence . 

( d ) Committee means the Taluk Advisory Committee 
constituted under rule 12 ( 1 ) . 

(e ) Family includes a person , his wife or her husband, 
their children living with or dependent on them and also the 
parents who are solely dependent on such person . 
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(f) Government lands shall, for purposes of these rules, 
consist of lands belonging to Government and available for 
assignmentas per lists prepared by the Revenue Department and 
approved by the competent authority under these rules and such 
other lands as may be set apart for purposes of these rules. 

(g) Village Officer includes Village Assistant or Menon . 
3. Assignment of land under these rules shall be without 
auction . 

REGISTRY OF LAND . 
4. Lands under these Rules may be assigned on registry for 
purposes of cultivation , house-sites and beneficial enjoyment of 
adjoining registered holdings. 

5. ( 1) The extent of land that shall be registered in favour of 
a single family , for cultivation , shall not ordinarily exceed one 
acre of wet land or three acres of dry land in the plains and two 
acres of wet land or five acres of dry land in hilly tracts . 
NOTE. — One acre of wet land shall be deemed to be equiva 

lent to three acres of dry land in the plains and two 

and a half acres of dry land in hilly tracts . 
(2) When a family owns any land over which it has pro 
prietary right or has security of tenure, only the balance extent 
necessary to make up the maximum extent admissible under 
sub -rule (1), shall be granted to it on registry. 

( 3) When a family holds land on lease whether current or 
time- expired , and /or by way of encroachment not considered 
objectionable , and such land exceeds the limit prescribed in sub 
rule (1 ) , the entire land may be given to it on registry provided 

(i) that the maximum extent so registered shall not ex 
ceed ten acres of dry land or its equivalent if the land is held by 
the family on lease , and seven acres of dry land or its equi 
valent if the land is held by the family by way of encroachment 
not considered objectionable ; and 

( ii) that as far as possible , the maximum extent, as 
specified above, shall be granted , on registry , only in hilly tracts 
and not in the plains. 


EXPLANATION . 
For purposes of this rule, the taluks of Devicolam , Peer 
made and Udumbanchola in the District of Kottayam shall be 
treated as hilly tracts. 

6. ( 1) The extent of land that shall be registered in favour 
of a family as house -site shall not exceed five cents in urban 
areas and ten cents in rural areas. 

(2 ) The extent of land that may be granted on registry 
when the same is indispensably required for the beneficial en 
joyment of adjoining registered holdings shall not ordinarily 
exceed , in each case , twenty - five cents. 
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7. (1) In granting registry, the following order of preference 
shall be observed : 

( i) First preference, for persons already in occupation 
of Government lands under lease, current or time expired, or by 
way of encroachment not considered objectionable, provided 
that the total extent of the land, if any, held by them in pro 
prietary right or with security of tenure, is less than the maxi 
mum limits laid down in rule 5 ( 1 ) ; or the annual family in 
come from sources, other than the Government lands held by 
them , is below Rs. 1,500 . 

(ii) Second preference, for persons who do not hold any 
land either in proprietary right or with security of tenure, and 
have no other source of income i.e. landless and indigent per 
sons. 

(iii ) Third preference , for persons whose annual family 
income does not exceed Rs. 1,500 and the total extent of the 
lands held by them either in proprietary right or with security 
of tenure, is less than the maximum extentprescribed in these 
rules. 

( 2) No registry shall be granted to any family in occupa 
tion of Government land either under a lease, current or time 
expired, or by way of encroachment, unless it surrenders to Gov 
ernment, the land in excess of the extent, proposed to be 
registered in its favour. 

8. ( 1) Land granted on registry shall be heritable, but it 
shall not be alienated for a period of 10 years from the date of 
registry thereof. 

( 2 ) The assignee or a member of his family or his suc 
cessor -in -interest shall reside in the land if it is granted as 
house- site, or shall personally cultivate the same if it is granted 
for cultivation ; and such residence or cultivation , as the case 
may be, shall commence effectively within a period of one year 
from the date of receipt of the patta or of the provisional patta 
in cases where a provisional patta is issued in the first 
instance. 

(3). The registry shall be liable to be cancelled for con 
travention of the provisions in sub - rule (1) or (2 ) . The regis 
try may be cancelled also , if it is found that it was grossly 
inequitable or was made under a mistake of facts or owing to 
misrepresentation of facts or in excess of the limits of the powers 
delegated to the assigning authority or that there was an irregu 
larity in the procedure . In the event of cancellation of the 
registry , the assignee shall not be entitled to compensation for 
any improvements hemay have made on the land. The authority 
competent to order such cancellation shall be the authority 
which granted the registry or one superior to it . tbt 

9. (1 ) Order granting registry shall be issued in the form in 
Appendix I to these rules. 

(2 ) In cases where registry is made subject to survey and 
demarcation of the extent assigned , a provisional patta shall be 


issued , in the first instance, pending such survey and demarca . 
tion , and a regular patta issued after the survey and demarca 
tion is completed . Until the issue of the regular patta, the 
registry shall be treated as provisional. The pattas, regular or 
provisional as the case may be, shall be issued in the form in 
Appendix II to these rules. 

( 3) In cases where the land granted on registry is already 
held by the assignee either under a lease , current or time 
expired, or by way of encroachment, Inot considered objection 
able, land - tax shall be payable on the land with effect from the 
year 1958 or from the year in which the assignee started holding 
the land, as stated above, whichever is later : 

Provided that, if any arrears of assessment (including prohi 
bitory assessment and fines, arrears of lease amount or licence 
fee) are outstanding from such assignee, the arrears so outstand 
ing or an amount equal to three years basic -tax, at the current 
rate , whichever is less, shall be recovered from him and the 
recovery of the entire balance of the arrears shall be waived 
irrespective of whether they relate to the period prior or subse . 
quent to the year mentioned above. 

(4 ) In cases, not falling under sub -rule ( 3 ) , the land 
granted on registry shall be liable for land-tax with effect from 
the year in which the patta is issued. In cases where a provi 
sional patta is issued in the first instance, the liability for land 
tax shall arise with effect from the year of issue of such patta, 
and any difference in the tax, consequent on the change in 
extent after survey and demarcation , shall be adjusted to the 
future land tax due from the person , if it is in excess of the tax 
due, or be collected from the person straightaway, if it is less 
than the tax due. 

( 5 ) The land- tax shall be liable to revision . 

(6 ) The land shall also be subject to all general taxes and 
local rates payable by law or custom . 

10. ( 1) The assignee on registry shall be liable to pay land 
value at the following rates: 

( a) Dry land - Rs. 10 (ten only ) per acre. 
(b ) Wet land ( including 

lands reclaimed from 
rivers , canals, back- Rs. 50 (fifty ) per acre . 

waters or the sea ) . J 
(2 ) The assignee shall also be liable to pay the value of the 
trees, plants and vine if any, specified in Parts A and B of 
Appendix III to these rules standing on the land , at such rates 
as may by order, be specified by Government and subject to the 
following conditions: 

(a ) If the value of the trees etc. standing on the land to 
be assigned does not exceed Rs. 10 ( Ten ) per acre, no tree value 
shall be collected , but in cases where it exceeds Rs. 10 ( Ten ) per 
acre, the amount in excess of Rs. 10 (ten ) per acre, shall be 
collected . 
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(b ) If the assignee was already in occupation of the land 
and has planted trees, etc., thereon , no tree value shall be charged 
in respect of such of those, trees, etc., planted by him as are 
specified in Parts A and B of Appendix III to these Rules. 

( c ) If the assignee is not agreeable to pay the tree value 
as specified in clause (a ) , in respect of trees specified in Part A 
of Appendix III, the Tahsildar shall dispose of, in public 
auction, the tree growth which represents the excess over 
Rs. ten per acre in value. 

( 3 ) In cases falling under rule 9 ( 2) , the cost of survey and 
demarcation shall be recovered from the assignee at the follow 
ing rates : 

(a ) Survey charges- One Rupee per acre or fraction 
thereof. 

(b ) Demarcation charges- One Rupee and 50 np . per 
survey stone (including cost of planting the stone) . 

(4 ) No land value, survey and demarcation charges and 
arrears of assessment shallbe recovered from assignees belong. 
ing to the Scheduled Castes or Tribes. 


MACHINERY AND PROCEDURE FOR GRANTING 

REGISTRY . 
11. . ( 1) Before granting registry , Government shall cause 
to be prepared lists of the lands which should be reserved for 
Government or public purposes in each village and lists of the 
lands which may be made available for assignment in each 
village. 

( 2 ) Lands to be reserved for Government or public purposes 
shall include, among others, asmay be found necessary : 

(i) Porambokes as defined in the Kerala Land Conser 
vancy Act, except those which may be assigned without detri 
ment to Governmant or public interest ; 

(ii) Lands required for Government or public purposes, 
other than those covered by the definition or poramboke in the 
Kerala Land Conservancy Act ; 

( iii) Lands required or likely to be required by local 
bodies ; 

(iv ) Lands likely to be required for the present or future 
Government or public purposes . 
NOTE . - At least 25 per cent. of the land available shall be 

reserved in each village for future Government or 
public purposes, but where large extents are avail 

able , larger areas shall be reserved . 
(v ) Lands on the sides of roads required for the widen 
ing of roads; lands within port limits ; or within fifteen links on 
either side of streams; or within two or three chains of reserve 
forests; or within one chain of important irrigation channels 
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sea , 


without embankments or within twenty links of less important 
irrigation channels without embankments; or within fifteen links 
of irrigation channels with embankments; or within one furlong 
of the boundary of railway stations; or within two hundred 
yards of boundary of aerodromes and landing grounds; or land 
near sea coast within one furlong of the high water mark of the 
NOTE . -Land near sea coast within one furlong of the high 

water-mark of the sea may, however, be tempor 
arily assigned as house sites for fishermen and also 
for purposes of casuarina and cocoanut plantations 
and erection of fish oil and fish guano factories 

beyond 100 yards from the high water -mark . 
(vi) Lands required for colonisation purposes; 

( vii) Lands specially reserved for assignment to backward 
communities ; 

(viii) Lands containing or believed to contain valuable 
minerals, quarries, etc.; and 

( ix ) Lands acquired for Government purposes but not 
required for such purposes. 

( 3) After setting apart the lands required for future Gov 
ernment or public purposes, as stated in sub rule (2 ) , 25 % of the 
land available for assignment in each village shall be reserved 
for assignment to Scheduled Castes and Tribes , including con 
verts to Christianity from those castes and tribes: 

Provided that if, in any village, the lands available for 
assignment under these rules are already occupied either under 
leases ( current or time expired ) or by way of encroachment and 
the occupants thereof are entitled to assignment of lands under 
these rules, only the balance area , if any, that will be available 
after such assignment shall be reserved as aforesaid . 

(4 ) When preparing lists under this rule, local bodies and 
the Heads of Departments shall be consulted . 

(5 ) Lands held on leases with or without limit of time in 
cluding leases under Kuthagapattom rules, shall also be taken 
into consideration for purposes of registry . The Committee 
shall recommend which leases are to be terminated and which 
are to be retained . 

(6 ) The lists of lands to be reserved for Government or 
public purposes, and the lists of lands to be set apart for assign 
ment on registry , and the recommendations of the Committee 
regarding the cancellation or otherwise of existing leases, shall 
be submitted to the Government for approval, and action to 
assign such lands on registry shall be taken only after the Gov 
ernment approve those lists : 

Provided that Government may authorise any authority 
subordinate to it to scrutinise and approve such lists . 

(7) The lists of lands which may be made available for lease 
or licence shall be finally approved by the District Collector 
without reference to the Board of Revenue or the Government. 
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(8 ) Applications for assignment of land shall be made to 
the Tahsildar in the form in Appendix IV to these Rules. Each 
such application shall bear court fee stamp of the value of 50 
np . 
NOTE . - Applicants belonging to the Scheduled Castes 

or Tribes and Christian Converts from those 
castes or tribes shall be exempt froin affix 

ing stamp on their applications. 
12. ( 1 ) The Government may constitute, for each Taluk , a 
Committee called the Taluk Advisory Committee, which shall 
consist of officials and non -officials, for work connected with the 
assignment of lands under these rules. 

( 2) The Tahsildar shall be the convener of the Committee 
and shall preside over its meetings. Not less than one-half of 
the total number ofmembers of the Committee shall constitute 
the quorum for a meeting of the Committee. 

( 3) Registry shall be granted by the Tahsildar on the ad 
vice of the Committee . 

(4 ) The Tahsildar shall place before the Committee all 
applications for assignment of land on registry and leases coy 
ered by rule 16 (6 ) . The Committee shall consider the applica 
tions and make decisions thereon in accordance with these 
rules 

(5 ) The decision of the Committee , supported by not less 
than three -fourths of the members thereof present at themeeting 
shall be final, and shall be accepted and given effect to by the 
Tahsildar. In cases where the Committee fails to reach a deci 
sion as aforesaid, with three- fourths majority , the Tahsildar shall 
submit the records with the opinion of the members of the Com 
mittee to the District Collector for orders. 

(6 ) Before actually assigning the land in accordance with 
the decision of the Committee or the order of the District Collec 
tor, as the case may be, the Tahsildar shall publish a notice, 
under his signature, inviting objections, in writing, from inte 
rested persons, to the registry of the land . 

( 7 ) The notice shall be in the form in Appendix V to these 
rules and shall give a minimum of seven days time from the 
date of its publication for preferring objections, but the Tahsil 
dar may , in his discretion , admit objections received after that 
period. 

(8 ) The notice shall be published by tom tom in the villages 
concerned and also in the village and Taluk Offices and such 
publication shall be deemed to be legal and sufficient for purpos 
es of these rules . 

(9) If no objectionsor claims are preferred , the Tahsildar 
shall straightaway assign the land in accordance with the deci 
sion of the Committee or the order of the District Collector, as 
the case be . In cases where objections or claims have been 
preferred , the Tahsildar shall duly enquire into them and if, on 
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such enquiry , he finds them to be not valid and worthy of con . 
sideration , he shall reject them and proceed with the registry . 
If, on the contrary , the Tahsildar finds that the objections and 
claims are valid and are worthy of consideration , he shall re 
cord , in writing, his recommendations thereon , and place the 
same for decision before the Committee or the District Collector 
as the case may be. Full reasons shall be given by the Tahsildar 
to support his recommendations. 


LEASES AND LICENCES . 
13. Lands which are likely to be required in future for 
Government or public purposes, but not immediately may be 
leased or licensed for the following purposes without auction : 

( a ) Lease of land for agricultural purposes to families of 
scheduled castes and tribes including converts to Christianity 
from such castes and tribes and landless and indigent families 
belonging to other communities . 

(6 ) Lease of land indispensably required for beneficial 
enjoyment of adjoining registered holding. 

(c ) Lease of land under any scheme approved by the 
Government. 

(d ) Lease of land for agricultural purposes to Co-opera 
tive Societies. 

( e ) Lease or licence of land for temporary occupation for 
purposes like, putting up pandals or sheds for conferences, fairs, 
festivals and marriages, and for entertainments lịke cinema, 
circus , drama, and exhibition . 

(f) Lease or licence of land for purposes like the fol 
lowing: - 

(i) Retting of cocoanut husks; 
(ii) Stocking of materials ; 
( iii) Use as play grounds ; 
(iv ) Laying of pipe lines ; 
(v ) Putting up drainage coverings and construction of 

steps on road margins ; 
(vi) Putting up shops ; 
(vii) Construction of petrol bunks ; and 
(viii ) Such other purposes as may be decided upon by 

Government from time to time. 
14. ( 1) Leases, under clause (a ) of rule 13, shall subject to 
the provisions of rule 16, be granted by the Tahsildar for periods 
not exceeding two years at a time and up to a maximum extent 
of three acres for a family . 

(2 ) Leases, under clause (b ) of rule 13 , shall subject to the 
provision of Rule 16 , be granted by the Tahsildar for periods 
not exceeding two years at a time and up to a maximum of 
50 cents in each case , 
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(3 ) Leases, under clause (c ) of rule 13, shall be granted for 
periods not exceeding five years and up to a maximum extent of 
five acres by the Tahsildar for periods not exceeding ten years 
and up to a maximum extent of ten acres by the Revenue 
Divisional Officer, for periods not exceeding twenty years and up 
to a maximum extent of twenty acres by the District Collector, 
and in other cases by the Government : 

Provided that in cases where the scheme, as approved by 
Government itself specifies the period of the lease and the extent 
of the land to be leased , the grant shall be limited to such period 
and extent. 

(4 ) Leases, under clause (d ) of rule 13, shall be granted for 
periods not exceeding ten years, by the Tahsildar up to a 
maximum extent of three acres, by the Revenue Divisional 
Officer up to a maximum extent of ten acres anp by the District 
Collector up to a maximum extent of twenty acres. In other 
cases sanction of the Government shall be obtained. 

(5 ) Leases or licences, under clauses (e) and (f) of rule 13, 
shall be granted by the authorities competent to do so under the 
existing rules or orders or by such other authorities as may , from 
time to time, be specified by the Government . 

15. (1 ) Orders granting lease or licence under these rules for 
agricultural purposes shall be issued in the form in Appendix VI 
to these rules and those for non -agricultural purposes shall be 
issued in the form in Appendix VII to these rules. The lease or 
licence shall also be subject to the terms and the conditions 
specified in the order of grant. 

( 2 ) Lease or licence granted under these rules shall be 
heritable, but not alienable except with the specific written 
sanction of the authority which granted the lease or licence . 

(3 ) The assignee shall not be competent to determine the 
lease or licence of his own accord during the currency thereof 
except when otherwise provided for in the order of grant. 

(4 ) It shall be competent for the authority who granted the 
lease or licence to, terminate the same, after giving sixty days 
notice, in writing, to the assignee , if the land or portion thereof 
is required for Government or public purposes. The grant shall 
also be liable to termination , without notice, if the assignee 
violates any of the conditions of the grant order. 
MACHINERY AND PROCEDURE FOR GRANTING 

LEASES OR LICENCES . 
16. (1 ) Applications for lease or licence of land shall be made 
to the Tahsildar in the form in Appendix IV to these rules. 
Each application shall bear court fee stamp of the value of 50 nP. 
Note .-- Applicants belonging to scheduled castes or tribes 

and converts to Christianity from those castes or 
tribes shall be exempt from aſfixing stamp on their 
applications, 
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(2) On receipt of the applications, the Tahsildar shall , after 
conducting such preliminary enquiry as may be deemed neces . 
sary, publish a notice under his signature inviting objections, in 
writing from interested persons to the lease or licence of the 
lands to which the applications relate. 

(3 ) The notice shall be in the form in Appendix . V to the 
rules and shall give a minimum of sevan days time from the 
date of its publication for preferring objections,but the Tahsildar 
may , in his discretion , admit objections received after the expiry 
of that period. 

(4 ) The notice shall be published by tom -tom in the village 
concerned and also by affixture on the notice board in the village 
and taluk offices and, such publication shall be deemed to be 
legal and sufficient for purposes of these rules . 

(5 ) The objections or representations, if any, preferred in 
response to the notice, shall be duly enquired into by the 
Tahsildar. In cases where the Tahsildar is himself competentto 
finally dispose ofthe applications, he shall take into consideration 
the objections and representations . In other cases, he shall 
submit the applications and all the records together with his own 
recommendations and giving full reasons therefor , to the com 
petent authority . 

(6 ) (i) In cases falling under clause (a ) or (b ) of rule 13, 
the Tahsildar shall, as required by sub -rule ( 4) of rule 12 place 
the applications and records, together with his own recommenda 
tions, before the Committee for decision . 

( ii) The decision of the Committee shall be final if it is 
supported by three -fourths of the members thereof present at the 
meeting and shall be accepted and given effect to by the 
Tahsildar: 

Provided that the Tahsildar shall be free of his own accord, 
to grant the lease or renewal of the lease as the case may be if, 
at the time of such lease on renewal, the Committee has become 
de funct. 

(iii ) In cases where the Committee fails to reach a deci 
sion , as aforesaid , with three-fourths majority , the Tahsildar 
shall take a decision himself. 

17. Lease and licence of land may include lease or licence of 
trees, if any, thereon , but where it does not include the trees , 
the trees may be separately leased in accordance with the exist 
ing rules and orders . 

18. ( 1 ) Rents shall be charged for the lease or licence as the 
case may be , of land, and the trees, if any , standing thereon and 
included in the lease or licence at such rates as Government 
may, by order, specify . 

(2 ) The assignee shall, in addition to paying rent under 
sub - rule ( 1 ) . deposit with the Government in advance an amount 
equal to one year s rent as security . 


19. Lease or licence of land within the premises of Govern 
ment offices or institutions shall be granted by the cornpetent 
authority only in consultation with the Department concerned 
and the P. W. D. In cases of difference of opinion between the 
competent authority and the Dpartment or Departments con 
cerned, such authority shall obtain the orders of the Revenue 
Divisional Officer, if that authority is the Tahsildar , or the 
District Collector , if that authority is the Revenue Divisional 
Officer, and of the Board of Revenue if that authority is the 
District Collector. 

20. If a lease or licence granted under these rules is set aside 
or modified in appeal, or revision and if the assignee having pos 
session of the land under such lease or licence has to vacate the 
same by reason of its being set aside or modified, he shall be 
liable to pay to Government, for the period he was in possession 
the proportionate rent, according to the terms of the lease or 
licence set aside or modified , together with the value , as deter 
mined by the Tahsildar, of the trees, if any, destroyed or ap 
propriated by him . 

APPEALS AND REVISIONS. 
21. (1) An appeal shall lie to the Revenue Divisional Officer 
against an order passed by the Tahsildar, to the District Col 
lector, against an order passed by the Revenue Divisional Oficer 
and to the Board of Revenue against an order passed by the 
District Collector : 

Provided that no appeal shall lie against an order based on 
the decision of the Committee . 

( 2 ) There shall be no second appeal. 

( 3) Appeals shall be presented within thirty days from 
the date of receipt of the order by the aggrieved party. 

(4 ) The appellate authority may, in his or its discretion , 
admit an appeal, not submitted within time, if sufficient grounds 
exist for condoning the delay. 

(5 ) No appeal shall be admitted unless it is duly stamped 
and is accompanid by the original decision or order appealed 
against or a certified copy thereof. 

(6 ) The appellate authority may confirm , vary or cancel 
the decision or order appealed against . 

(7 ) No decision or order interfering with the original 
order, shall be made in appeal, without giving the party or 
parties interested therein a reasonable opportunity to be heard . 

(8 ) The Board of Revenue shall be competent to revise , 
cancel or alter, on its own motion or otherwise any decision made 
or order passed by the Tahsildar, Revenue Divisional Officer, or 
District Collector, under these rules: 

Provided that no proceedings in this behalf shall be initiated 
by the Board after the expiry of two years from the date of such 
decision or order, and po such decision or order shall be set aside 
or modified by it without giving the party affected thereby, a 
reasonable opportunity to be heard . 
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REGISTERS AND ACCOUNTS 

TO , BE MAINTAINED . 
22. The Registers and accounts necessary for purposes of these 
rules shall be duly maintained by the authorities concerned. 

RECOVERY OF GOVERNMENT DUES . 
23. All amounts due to Government under these rules shall, 
in cases of default, be recoverable , as if they are arrears of 
revenue, under the Revenue Recovery Act, for the timebeing , 
in force . 

OVER -RIDING POWERS OF GOVERNMENT.

( 15 ) The assigning authority may revoke the grantwholly 
or in part, if the charge specified in condition (4 ) or any part 
thereof shall remain unpaid for fifteen days after it has become 
payable, whether formally demanded or not, or if the grantee , 
shall have broken any of the conditions of the grant (herein.con 
tained and assume control or otherwise dispose of all or any 
part of the land any buildings, fences and structures thereon and 
the grantee shall not be entitled to any compensation therefor . 
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(16 ) If the amount specified in condition ( 4) above or any 
part thereof is in arrear it shall also be competent for the assign 
ing authority to recover the same from the grantee as an arrear 
of land revenue. 

. ( 17 ) The grant hereby given may be revoked by the assign 
ing authority after giving sixty days notice in writing and by the 
Government or the Board of Revenue without notice for 
emergent reasons (the said Government or the Board of Revenue 
being the sole judge of emergency) and shall be terminable by 
the grantee by giving to the assigning authority sixty days 
notice in writing but without prejudice to any right of action or 
remedy of the assigning authority in respect of any antecedent 
breach of any of the foregoing conditions. The grantee shall not 
in case of such revocation or termination , be entitled to any 
compensation in respect of any buildings, fences and structures 
on the land or of any other improvements effected by the grantee 
to the land but hemay, before the revocation or termination of 
the granttakes effect or if the grant is revoked without notice, 
within such time as may be allowed by the assigning rity 
in that behalf, remove such buildings, fences and enstructures. 

( 18 ) . The grant includes all rights, easements, and appur 
tenances belonging to the land or reputed to belong to it or 

usually held or enjoyed with it. The existing and customary 
• rights of Government and the public in roads and paths and 

rivers, streams and channels running through or bounding the 
land and the right of Government to the mines and quarries, 
subjacent to the said land are, however, reserved and are in no 
way affected by the grant.

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
1. (a ) These rules shall be called " Rules for Assignment of 
Government lands" 
( b ) They shall come into force at once . 

EXCEPTIONS . 
Nothing contained in these rules shall apply to or affect 

(i ) lands situated within the limits of a Corporation , 
Municipality or Cantonment, or within such other areas as Gov 
ernment may , by order, specify ; 

(ii) assignment of Government lands made for the 
specific purpose of cultivating Tea , Coffee, Rubber, Cinchona 
and Cardamom ; 

(iii) assignment of Government lands under any special 
rules whether already made or to be made in respect of lands 
reserved for allotment under such rules ; 

( iv ) Government lands held under any special agree 
ment with the Government ; 

(v ) Kumaki lands in the Taluks of Hosdrug and Kasara 
god in the District of Cannanore up to a width of two chains ad 
joining assessed land included in a holding formed prior to 
fasle 12 A. 
2. In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires 

(a ) Alienation includes sale , gift, will, mortgage, hy 
pothecation or lease . 

(b ) Assignee means a person to whom land is assigned 
under these rules and includes , his heirs or successors-in 
interest. 

(c ) Assignment includes registry, lease or licence . 

(d ) Committee means the Taluk Advisory Committee 
constituted under rule 12 ( 1 ) . 

(e ) Family includes a person , his wife or her husband , 
their children living with or dependent on them and also the 
parents who are solely dependent on such person . 

(f) Government lands shall, for purposes of these rules , 
consist of lands belonging to Government and available for 
assignment as per lists prepared by the Revenue Department 
and approved by the competent authority under these rules and 
Such other lands as may be set apart for purposes of these 
rules . 

(c ) Village Officer includes Village Assistant or Menon.. 
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3. Assignment of land under these rules shall be without 
auction . 

REGISTRY OF LAND . 
4. Lands under these rulesmay be assigned on registry for 
purposes of cultivation , house sites and beneficial enjoyment of 
adjoining registered holdings. 

5. ( 1) The extent of land that shall be registered in favour of 
a single family, for cultivation , shall not ordinarily exceed one 
acre of wet land or three acres of dry land in the plains and two 
acres of wet land or five acres of dry land in hilly tracts . 
NOTE.One acre of wet land shall be deemed to be equiva 

lent to three acres of dry land in the plains and two 

and a half acres of dry land in hilly tracts. 
(2) When a family owns any land over which it has pro 
prietary right or has security of tenure , only the balance extent 
necessary to make up the maximum extent admissible under 
sub- rule (1 ) , shall be granted to it on registry . 

( 3 ) When a family holds land on lease whether current or 
time-expired , and / or by way of encroachment not considered 
objectionable , and such land exceeds the limit prescribed in sub 
rule (1 ) , the entire land may be given to it on registry provided 

(i) that the maximum extent so registered shall not 
exceed ten acres of dry land or its equivalent if the land is held 
by the family on lease , and seven acres of dry land or its 
equivalent if the land is held by the family by way of encroach 
ment not considered objectionable ; and 

(ii ) that as far as possible , the maximum extent, as speci 
fied above, shall be granted, on registry only in hilly tracts and 
not in the plains. 


EXPLANATION 
For purposes of this rule, the taluks of North Wynad and 
South Wynad in the districts of Kannanore and Kozhikode res 
pectively shall be treated as hilly tracts. 

6. ( 1) The extent of land that shall be registered in favour of 
a family as house-site shall not exceed five cents in urban areas 
and ten cents in rural areas. 

(2 ) The extent of land that may be granted on registry 
when the same is indispensably required for the beneficial enjoy 
ment of adjoining registered holdings shall not ordinarily exceed 
in each case , twentyfive cents. 

7. ( 1) In granting registry , the following order of preference 
shall be observed ; 

(i) First preference, for persons already in occupation 
of Government lands under lease , current or time-expired , or by 
way of encroachment not considered objectionable, provided that 
the total extent of the land , if any, held by them in proprietary 
right or with security of tenure, is less than the maximum limits 
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laid down in rule 5 ( 1 ) ; or the annual family income from sources, 
other than the Government lands held by them , is below 
Rs. 1,500 . 

(ii) Second preference, for persons who do not hold any 
land either in proprietary right or with security of tenure, and 
have no other source of income i. e . landless and indigent 
persons. 

( iii) Third preference, for persons whose annual family 
income does not exceed Rs. 1,500 and the totalextent of the lands 
held by them either in proprietary right or with security of 
tenure, is less than the maximum extent prescribed in these 
rules. 

( 2 ) No registry shall be granted to any family in occu 
pation of Government land either under a lease, current or time. 
expired , or by way of encroachment, unless it surrenders to 
Government, the land in excess of the extent, proposed to be 
registered in its favour. 

8. (1) Land granted on registry shall be heritable , but it shall 
not be alienated for a period of 10 years from the date of regis 
try thereof. 

( 2 ) The assignee or a member of his family or his succes 
sor -in -interest shall reside in the land if it is granted as house 
site, or shall personally cultivate the same ii it is granted for 
cultivation; and such residence or cultivation , as the case may 
be , shall commence effectively within a period of one year from 
the date of receipt of the patta or of the provisional patta in 
cases where a provisional patta is issued in the first instance . 

(3 ) The registry shall be liable to be cancelled for con 
travention of the provisions in sub-rule ( 1) or (2 ) . The registry 
may be cancelled also , if it is found that it was grossly inequit 
able or was made under a mistake of facts or owing to misrepre 
sentation of facts or in excess of the limits of the powers 
delegated to the assigning authority or that there was an irregu 
larity in the procedure. In the event of cancellation of the 
registry , the assignee shall not be entitled to compensation for 
any improvements he may have made on the land. The authority 
competent to order such cancellation shall be the authority which 
granted the registry or one superior to it. 

9 . (1 ) Order granting registry shall be issued in the form in 
Appendix I to these rules. 

(2 ) In cases where registry is made subject to survey and 
demarcation of the extent assigned , a provisional patta shall be 
issued , in the first instance, pending such survey and demarca 
tion , and a regular patta issued after the survey and demarcation 
is completed . Until the issue of the regular patta, the registry 
shall be treated as provisional. The pattas, regular or pro 
visional as the case may be , shall be issued in the form in 
Appendix II to these rules. 

( 3 ) In cases where the land granted on registry is already 
held by the assignee either under a lease , current or time-expired 
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or by way of encroachment, not considered objectionable , land 
tax shall be payable on the land with effect from the year 1958 
or from the year in which the assignee started holding the land , 
as stated above , whichever is later : 

Provided that, if any arrears of assessment (including pro 
hibitory assessment and fines, arrears of lease amount or licence 
fee ) are outstanding from such assignee , the arrears so outstand 
ing or an amount equal to three years basic -tax, at the current 
rate, whichever is less, shall be recovered from him and the 
recovery of the entire balance of the arrears shall be waived 
irrespective of whether they relate to the period prior or subse 
quent to the year mentioned above. 

(4 ) In cases, not falling under sub rule (3 ), the land granted 
on registry shall be liable for land tax with effect from the year 
in which the patta is issued . In cases where a provisional patta 
is issued in the first instance, the liability for land tax shall 
arise with effect from the year of issue of such patta, and any 
difference in the tax , consequent on the change in extent after 
survey and demarcation , shall be adjusted to the future land 
tax due from the person , if it is in excess of the tax due, or be 
collected from the person straightaway, if it is less than the 
tax due. 

(5 ) The land - tax shall be liable to revision. 

(6 ) The land shall also be subject to all general taxes and 
local rates payable by law or custom . 

10. ( 1) The assignee on registry shall be liable to pay land 
value at the following rates : 
(a ) Dry land 

Rs. 10 ( ten only ) per acre. 
( 6 ) Wet land including lands reclaimed from rivers, 

canals , back -waters or the sea Rs. 50 (fifty ) per 

acre . 
(2 ) The assignee shall also be liable to pay the value of the 
trees, plants and vine if any, specified in Parts A and B of 
Appendix III to these rules standing on the land, at such rates 
as may by order, be specified by Government and subject to the 
following conditions : 

(a ) If the value of the trees, etc., standing on the land to 
be assigned does not exceed Rs. 10 ( Ten ) per acre, no tree value 
shall be collected, but in cases where it exceeds Rs. 10 ( Ten ) 
per acre, the amount in excess of Rs. 10 (ten ) per acre, shall 
be collected . 

(6 ) If the assignee was already in occupation of the land 
and has planted trees, etc.,thereon, no tree value shall be charged 
in respect of such of those trees, etc., planted by him as are speci 
fied in Parts A and B of Appendix III to these Rules. 

(c) If the assignee is not agreeable to pay the tree value 
as specified in clause ( a ) , in respect of trees specified in Part A 
of Appendix III, the Tahsildar shall dispose of , in public auction , 
the tree growth which represents the excess over Rs. ten per 
acre in value . 
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( 3) In cases falling under rule 9 (2 ) , the cost of survey 
and demarcation shall be recovered from the assignee at the 
following rates : 

( a ) Survey charges - One Rupee per or fraction 
thereof . 

(6 ) Demarcation charges- One Rupee and 50 np. per 
survey stone (including cost of planting the stone) . 

( 4 ) No land value and survey and demarcation charges and 
arrears of assessment shall be recovered from assignees belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes or Tribes. 


MACHINERY AND PROCEDURE FOR 

GRANTING REGISTRY . 
11. (1) Before granting registry , Government shall cause to 
be prepared lists of the lands which should be rescrved for 
Government or public purposes in each village and lists of the 
lands which may be made available for assignment in each 
village. 

(2 ) Lands to be reserved for Government or public purposes 
shall include, among others, as may be found necessary : 

( i) Porambokes as defined in the Kerala Land Conser 
vancy Act, except those which may be assigned without detri 
ment to Government or public interest; 

(ii) Lands required for Government or public purposes, 
other than those covered by the definition or porambcke in 
the Kerala Land Conservancy Act ; 

(iii ) Lands required or likely to be required by local 
bodies ; 

(iv ) Lands likely to be required for the present or future 
Government or public purposes. 
NOTE.- At least 25 per cent of the land available shall be 

reserved in each village for future Government or 
public purposes, but where large extents are avail 

able , larger areas shall be reserved . 
(v ) Lands on the sides of roads required for the widen 
ing of roads; lands within port limits; or within fifteen links on 
either side of streams; or within two or three chains of reserve 
.forests; or within one chain of important irrigation channels 
without embankments or within twenty links of less important 
irrigation channels without embankments; or within fifteen links 
of irrigation channels with embankments ; or within one furlong 
ofthe boundary of railway stations; or within two hundred yards 
of boundary of aerodromes and landing grounds; or land near 
sea - coast within one furlong of the high water-mark of the sea. 
Note. - Land near sea -coast within one furlong of the high 

water-mark of the sea may, however, be temporarily 
assigned ashouse sites for fishermen and also for 
purposes of casuarina and coconut plantations and 
erection of fish oil and fish guano factories beyond 
100 yards from the high water -mark . 
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(vi) Lands required for colonisation purposes ; 

( vii) Lands specially reserved for assignment to backward 
communities ; 

(viii) Lands containing or believed to contain valuable 
- minerals, quarries etc .; and 

(ix ) Lands acquired for Government purposes but not 
required for such purposes. 

( 3 ) After setting apart the lands required for future Gov 
ernment or public purposes , as stated in sub rule ( 2 ) , 25 % of the 
land available for assignment in each village shall be reserved 
for assignment to Scheduled Castes and Tribes , including con 
verts to Christianity from those castes and tribes: 

Provided that if, in any village, the lands available for 
assignment under these rules are already occupied either under 
Jeases (current or time expired) or by way of encroachment 
and the occupants thereof are entitled to assignment of lands 
under these rules, only the balance area , if any, that will be 
available after such assignment shall be reserved as aforesaid . 

(4 ) When preparing lists under this rule, local bodies and 
the Heads of Departments shall be consulted . 

(5 ) Lands held on leases with or without limit of time in 
cluding leases under Kuthagapattom rules, shall also be taken 
into consideration for purposes of registry. The Committee 
shall recommend which leases are to be terminated and which 
are to be retained . 

(6 ) The lists of lands to be reserved for Government or 
public purposes, and the lists of lands to be set apart for assign 
ment on registry, and the recommendations of the Committee 
regarding the cancellation or otherwise of existing leases, shall 
be submitted to the Government for approval, and action to 
assign such lands on registry shall be taken only after the Gov 
ernment approve those lists : 

Provided that Government may authorise any authority 
subordinate to it to scrutinise and approve such lists . 

( 7 ) The lists of lands which may be made available for lease 
or licence shall be finally approved by the District Collector 
without reference to the Board of Revenue or the Government. 

(8 ) Applications for assignment of land shall be made to 
the Tahsildar in the form in Appendix IV to these Rules. Each 
such application shall bear court fee stamp of the value of 
50 np . 
NOTE. - Applicants belonging to Scheduled Castes or Tribes 

and Christian Converts from those castes or tribes 
shall be exempt from affixing stamp on their appli. 

cations. 
12. ( 1) The Government may constitute , for each Taluk , a 
Committee called the Taluk Advisory Committee , which shall 
consist of officials and non- officials , for work connected with the 
assignment of lands under these rules. 
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( 2 ) The Tahsildar shall be the convener of the Committee 
and shall preside over its meetings. Not less than one half of the 
total number of members of the Committee shall constitute the 
quorum for a meeting of the Committee . 

(3 ) Registry shall be granted by the Tahsildar on the advice 
of the Committee . 

(4 ) The Tahsildar shall place before the Committee all 
applications for assignment of land on registry and leases cover 
ed by rule 16 (6 ). The Committee shall consider the applications 
and make decisions thereon in accordance with these rules. 

(5 ) The decision of the Committee, supported by not less 
than three - fourths ofthemembers thereof present at the meeting 
shall be final , and shall be accepted and given elfect to by the 
Tahsildar. In cases where the Committee fails to reach a deci 
sion as aforesaid , with three- fourthsmajority, the Tahsildar shall 
submit the records with the opinion of themembers of the Com 
mittee to the District Collector for orders. 

( 6 ) ore actually assigning the land in accordance with 
the decision of the Committee or the order of the District 
Collector, as the case may be, the Tahsildar shall publish a 
notice , under his signature, inviting objections, in writing , from 
interested persons, to the registry ofthe land . 

( 7) The notice shall be in the form in Appendix V to these 
rules and shall give a minimum of seven days time from the date 
of its publication for preferring objections, but the Tahsildar 
may, in his discretion , admit objections received after that 
period . 

(8 ) The notice shall be published by tom tom in the villages 
concerned and also in the village and taluk offices and such 
publication shall be deemed to be legal and sufficient for pur 
poses of these rules . 

( 9) If no objections or claims are preferred, the Tahsildar 
shall straightaway assign the land in accordance with the dici 
sion of the Committee or the order of the District Collector, as 
the case be. In cases where objections or claims have been pre 
ferred , the Tahsildar shall duly enquire into thein and if, on such 
enquiry, he finds them to be not valid and worthy of consider 
ation , he shall reject them and proceed with the registry . If, on 
the contrary, the Tahsildar finds that the objections and claims 
are valid and are worthy of consideration , he shall record , it 
writing , lis recommendations thereon , and place the same for 
decision before the Committee or the District Collector as the 
case may be. Full reasons shall be given by the Tahsildar to 
support his recommendations. 

LEASES AND LICENCES 
13. Lands which are likely to be required in future for Goy 
ernment or public purposes, but not immediately may be leased 
or licensed for the following purposes without auction : 
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(a ) Lease of land for agricultural purposes to families of 
scheduled castes and tribes including converts to Christianity 
from such castes and tribes and landless and indigent families 
belonging to other communities. 

(b ) Lease of land indispensably required for beneficial 
enjoyment of adjoining registered holding. 

(c) Lease of land under any scheme approved by the 
Government. 

( d ) Lease of land for agricultural purposes to Co- oper 
ative Societies. 

( e ) Lease or licence of land for temporary occupation for 
purposes like, putting up pandals or sheds for conferences, 
fairs, festivals and marriages, and for entertainments like cinema, 
. circus, drama and exhibition . 

(f) Lease or licence of land for purposes like the follow 
ing : - 

(i) Retting of cocoanut husks ; 
(ii) Stocking ofmaterials ; 
(iii) Use as playgrounds ; 
(iv ) Laying of pipe lines ; 
( v ) Putting up drainage coverings and construction of 

steps on road margins ; 
(vi) Putting up shops ; 
( vii) Construction of petrol bunks ; and 
(viii) Such other purposes as may be decided upon by 

Government from time to time. 
14. ( 1) Leases, under clause ( a ) of rule 13, shall subject to 
the provisions of rule 16, be granted by the Tahsildar for periods 
not exceeding two years at a time and up to a maximum extent 
of three acres for a family. 

( 2) Leases, under clause (b ) of rule 13 , shall subject to 
the provision of rule 16 , be granted by the Tahsildar for periods 
of not exceeding two years at a time and up to a maximum of 50 
cents in each case. 

(3 ) Leases, under clause ( c ) of rule 13, shall be granted 
for periods not exceeding five years and up to a maximum extent 
of five acres by the Tahsildar for periods not exceeding ten years 
and up to a maximum extent of ten acres by the Revenue Divi 
sional Officer ,for periods not exceeding twenty years and up to a 
maximum extent of twenty acres by the District Collector, and 
in other cases by the Government: 

Provided that in cases where the scheme, as approved by 
Government itself specifies the period of the lease and the extent 
of the land to be leased , the grant shall be limited to such 
period and extent. 

( 4 ) Leases, under clause ( d ) of rule 13, shall be granted 
for periods not exceeding ten years, by the Tahsildar up to a 
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maximum extent of three acres, by the Revenue Divisional 
Officer up to a maximum extent of ten acres and by the District 
Collector up to a maximum extent of twenty acres. In other 
cases sanction of the Government shall be obtained . 

(5 ) Leases or licences, under clauses (e ) and ( f) of rule 
13, shall be granted by the authorities competent to do so under 
the existing rules or orders or by such other authorities as may, 
from time to time, be specified by the Government. 

15. (1 ) Orders granting lease or licence under these rules 
for agricultural purposes shall be issued in the form in Appendix 
VI to these rules and those for non -agricultural purposes shall 
be issued in the form in Appendix VII to these rules. The lease 
or licence shall also be subject to the terms and the conditions 
specified in the order of grant . 

(2 ) Lease or licence granted under these rules shall be 
heritable, but not alienable except with the specific written sanc 
tion of the authority which granted the lease or licence. 

(3) The assignee shall not be competent to determine the 
lease or licence of his own accord during the currency thereof 
except when otherwise provided for in the order of grant. 

( 4 ) It shall be competent for the authority who granted 
the lease or licence to , terminate the same, after giving sixty 
days notice, in writing , to the assignee, if the land or portion 
thereof is required for Government or public purposes. The 
grant shall also be liable to termination, without notice , if the 
assignee violates any of the conditions of the grant order. 


MACHINERY AND PROCEDURE FOR GRANT 

ING LEASES OR LICENCES . 
16. (1) Applications for lease or licence of land shall be 
made to the Tahsildar in the form in Appendix IV to these rules. 
Each application shall bear court fee stamp of the value of 
50 np . 

NOTE . - Applicants belonging to scheduled castes or tribes 
and converts to Christianity from those castes or tribes shall 
be exempt from affixing stamp on their applications. 

(2) On receipt of the applications, the Tahsildar shall , 
after conducting such preliminary enquiry as may be deemed 
necessary, publish a notice under his signature inviting objections, 
in writing from interested persons to the lease or licence of the 
lands to which the applications relate . 

(3 ) The notice shall be in the form in Appendix V to the 
rules and shall give a minimum of seven days time from the date 
of its publication for preferring objections, but the Tahsildar 
may , in his discretion , admit objections received after the expiry 
of that period . 

(4 ) The notice shall be published by tom -tom in the 
village concerned and also by affixture on the notice board in the 
village and taluk offices and , such publication shall be deemed to 
be legal and sufficient for purposes these rules . 
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( 5) The objections or representations, if any, preferred in 
response to the notice, shall be duly enquired into by the 
Tahsildar. In cases where the Tahsildar is himself competent to 
finally dispose of the applications, he shall take into consideration 
the objections and representations. In other cases, he shall sub 
mit the applications and all the records together with his own 
recommendations and giving full reasons therefor, to the compet 
ent authority . 

(6 ) (i) In cases falling under clause (a ) or (b ) of rule 13, 
the Tahsildar shall, as required by sub -rule (4 ) of rule 12 place 
the applications and records, together with his own recommenda 
tions, before the Committee for decision . 

( ii ) The decision of the Committee shall be final if it is 
supported by three -fourths of the members thereof present at the 
meeting and shall be accepted and given effect to by the 
Tahsildar : 

Provided that the Tahsildar shall be free of his own accord , 
to grant the lease or renewal of the lease as the case may be if, at 
the time of such lease on renewal, the Committee has become 
defunct. 

(iii ) In cases where the Committee fails to reach a deci 
sion , as aforesaid, with three- fourths majority, the Tahsildar 
shall take a decision himself. 

17. Lease and licence of land may include lease or licence of 
trees, if any, thereon , but where it does not include the trees, the 
trees may be separately leased in accordance with the existing 
rules and orders. 

18. ( 1) Rents shall be charged for the lease or licence as the case 
may be, of land, and the trees , if any, standing thereon and 
included in the lease or licence at such rates as Government may, 
by order, specify . 

(2 ) The assignee shall, in addition to paying rent under 
sub-rule ( 1), deposit with the Government in advance an amount 
equal to one year s rent as security. 

19. Lease or licence of land within the premises of Govern 
ment offices or institutions shall be granted by the competent 
authority only in consultation with the Department concerned 
and the P.W.D. In cases of difference of opinion between the 
competent authority and the Department or Departments con 
cerned, such authority shall obtain the orders of the Revenue 
Divisional Officer , if that authority is the Tahsildar , or the Dis 
trict Collector, if that authority is the Revenue DivisionalOfficer, 
and of the Board of Revenue if that authority is the District 
Collector. 

20. If a lease or licence granted under these rules is set aside 
or modified in appeal, or revision and if the assignee having 
possession of the land under such lease or licence has to vacate 
the same by reason of its being set aside or modified, he shall be 
liable to pay to Government, for the period he was in possession , 
the proportionate rent, according to the terms of the lease or 
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licence set aside or modified, together with the value , as deter 
mined by the Tahsildar, of the trees , if any, destroyed or appro 
priated by him . 

APPEALS AND REVISIONS. 
21. ( 1) An appeal shall lie to the Revenue Divisional Officer 
against an order passed by the Tahsildar, to the District Collector, 
against an order passed by the R. D. O. and to the Board of 
Revenue against an order passed by the District Collector : 

Provided thatno appeal shall lie against an order based on 
the decision of the Committee. 

( 2 ) There shall be no second appeal. 

( 3) Appeals shall be presented within thirty days from 
• the date of receipt of the order by the aggrieved party . 

(4 ) The appellate authority may , in his or its discretion , 
admit an appeal, not submitted within time, if sufficient grounds 
exist for condoning the delay . 

(5) No appeal shall be admitted unless it is duly stamped 
and is accompanied by the original decision or order appealed 
against or a certified copy thereof. 

( 6 ) The appellate authority may confirm , vary or cancel 
the decision or order appealed against. 

( 7) No decision or order interferingwith the original order, 
shall be made in appeal, without giving the party or parties 
interested therein a reasonable opportunity to be heard . 

(8 ) The Board of Revenue shall be competent to revise, 
cancel or alter, on its own motion or otherwise any decision 
made or order passed by the Tahsildar, Revenue Divisional 
Officer, or District Collector, under these rules: 

Provided that no proceedings in this behalf shall be initiated 
by the Board after the expiry of two years from the date of such 
decision or order, and no such decision or order shall be set 
aside or modified by it without giving the party affected thereby , 
a reasonable opportunity to be heard. 

REGISTERS AND ACCOUNTS TO BE MAINTAINED . 
22. The registers and accounts necessary for purposes of these 
rules shall be duly maintained by the authorities concerned. 

RECOVERY OF GOVERNMENT DUES . 
23. All amounts due to Government under these rules shall, 
in cases of default, be recoverable, as if they are arrears of 
revenue , under the Revenue Recorery Act, for the time being, in 
force . 

OVER -RIDING POWERS OF GOVERNMENT. 
24. The Government shall be competent to assign land, if 
they so choose , dispensing with any of the provisions contained 
in these rules or imposing any termsor conditions whether con 
templated by these rules or not.

(6 ) The grantee shall not use the land or suffer it to be 
used except for the purposes of the

(8 ) The grantee shall not, except as provided in condition 7, 
erect any buildings, fences or structures of a permanent or 
temporary character on the land without the previous written 
sanction of the assigning authority . 
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:: (9 ) The grantee shall maintain the sald land in a clean and 
sanitary condition to the satisfaction of the assigning authority 
and shall alsomaintain the structures, if any , erected thereon as 
aforesaid in good and substantial repair to the satisfaction of the 
assigning authority . 

(10 ) The grantee may uproot, cut down or destruy such 
trees, plants, groves or bushes as, in the opinion of the assigning 
authority , it is necessary to uproot, cut down or destory to make 
the land fit for the purposes of .. 
free of charge and dispose of them in any manner he likes. The

grantee may level the ground by removing embanked pathways 
and filling up low -lying places on the land so as to make the 
ground fit for the purposes of.. ...and may now cut the 
grass thereon and dispose of the same in any manner he likes 
and do any work on the land which in the opinion of the assign 
ing authority is necessary for such purpose. 
Note .- If the trees are valuable it may be stipulated that 

the tree growth cut should be handed over to the 
assigning authority or any officer deputed by him in 

this behalf for disposal. 
(11). The grantee shall remove immediately any unautho 
rised building, fence or structure on receiving notice from the 
assigning authority and in default of immediate compliance with 
any such notice the assigning authority shall have power to 
remove the same and the grantee shall , upon demand made by 

on behalf of the assigning authority , pay the cost of 
removal and the cost of storing the materials removed and take 
delivery of the same. The grantee shall have no claim to any 
materials removed under this condition which shall not have 
been taken delivery of or the cost of the removal and storage 
of which shall not have been paid by the grantee on demand 
made as aforesaid . 

( 12) The grantee shall not, without the previous written 
sanction of the assigning authority permit any person to use the 
land or any structure thereon or any portion of the land or 
structure except as provided in condition (6 ) . 

( 13) The grantee shall, on the termination or revocation of 
this grant, restore the said land to the assigning authority in as 
good a condition as is consistent with the foregoing conditions. 

(14 ) The grantee shall be answerable to the Government 
for all or any injury or damage done to the said land and other 
Government property thereon except as is permitted by the 
forégoing conditions. 

( 15) The assigning authority may revoke the grant wholly 
or in part, if the charge specified in condition (4) or any part 
thereof shall remain unpaid for fifteen days after it has become 
payable , whether formally demanded or not, or if the grantee , 
shall have broken any of the conditions of the grant herein con 
tained and assume control or otherwise dispose of all or any 
part of the land,any buildings, fences and structures thereon and 
the grantee shall not be entitled to any compensation therefor . 


or 
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(16) If the amount specified in condition (4) above or any 
part thereof is in arrear it shall also be competent for the assiga 
ing authority to recover the same from the grantee as an arrear 
of land revenue. 

( 17) The grant hereby given may be revoked by the assign , 
ing authority after giving sixty days notice in writing and by the 
Government or the Board of Revenue without notice for emer 
gent reasons ( the said Government or the Board of Revenue 
being the sole judge of emergency ) and shall be terminable by 
the grantee by giving to the assigning authority sixty days 
notice in writing butwithout prejudice to any right of action or 
remedy of the assigning authority in respect of any antecedent 
breach of any of the foregoing conditions. The grantee shall not 
in case of such revocation or termination , be entitled to any 
compensation in respect of any buildings, fences and structures 
on the land or of any other improvements effected by the grantee 
to the land but he may , before the revocation or termination of 
the graut takes effect or if the grant is revoked without notice, 
within such time as may be allowed by the assigning authority 
in that behalf, remove such buildings, fences and enstructures. 

(18) The grant includes all rights, easements and appurte 
nances belonging to the land or reputed to belong to it or usually 
held or enjoyed with it. The existing and customary rights of 
Government and the public in roads and paths and rivers, streams 
and channels running through or bounding the land and the 
right of Government to the mines and quarries , subjacent to the 
said land are, however, reserved and are in no way affected by 


the grant.
